With regard to Independent Claims 1,11, and 23, the applicant has sufficiently 
amended and narrowly defined a lamp adjuster, wherein a control rod passes through 
an anti-rotation gear and a motor, both of which are located within a housing, such that 
independent operation of said motor or independent rotation of said anti-rotation gear 
permits axial movement of said control rod with respect to the housing. The prior art 
fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural elements disclosed and claimed 
herein, and all subsequent dependent claims are allowed.
